The Generous Thing. 


The citizens of California have 
expressed themselves very forcibly 
~1" opposition to the proposition of 
dividing their grand old State, and 
having a northern and southern 
one. We can appreciate their feel- 
ings in this matter, ut we cannot 
understand the sentiment that 
causes them to hang on to a fringe 
of mountain side hanging over the 
Summit. The first thing atraveler 
or geographer would say if asked 
would be that the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains formed the dividing 
line between Nevada and Califor- 
nia. This is a grand, natural line, 
and we should think a generous 
people like our Califernia neigh- 
bors would be proud of it and anx- 
ious to respectit. We believe if it 
was rightly brought to their notice 
they would make this concession. 
If a committee of our citizens or 
of members of the Legislature 
could be sent over to meet with 
the California Legislature, they 
might be induced to take the 
proper steps to amend their consti- 
tution so the counties on this side 
could join us. We refrain at this 
time from presenting any of the 
reasons for the change, but would 
gladly do so if it would effect any- 
thing. 


Tue Rio Grande border of the 
United States has several times 
given symptoms of becoming the 
cause of serious differences between 
Mexico and this country. On both 
sides of the river there are many 
lawless men who commit depred- 
ations on their neighbors, and then, 
if occasion offers appeal to their 
government to save them from the 
punishment they deserve. But a 
more troublesome qtestion than 
any of these has now arisen. Mexi. 
can engineers are said to be con- 
structing works on the Rio Grande, 
opposite El Paso, which may change 
the course of the river, damage the 
American bank and destroy the 
boundary asitnow exists. It is 
obvious that the control oi a bound- 
ary river of this kind should be in 
the hands of a joint commission, 
neither party interfering with it 
in any way withont the consent of 
the other. But the Mexicans hav- 
ing begun obstrucive work, it may 
be difficult te get them to assent to 
this principle. 

As to the other cause of dispute 
there, it does not amount to much. 
The Mexicans who arrested some 
United States soldiers who had 
gone over the boundary to bunt 
were not as courteous as they 
might have been, but they had so 
much of right on their side that, if 
reports be true, the United States 
can have no just ground of com- 
plaint. Besides, the discourtesy 
shown by the Mexicans haviug the 
men in custody was countcroal- 
enced by the courtesy of the other 


Mexicans who secured their release.

Uill Net be Allowed to Meet,

The Immigration Question. 

W asurroron, Dee. 7. -~ The Ford 
comiittee on the importation of  con- 
tract labor, convicts and paupers held 
a meeting to-day and determined not 
to visit San Francisco for the purpose 
of taking additional testimony.

A sub-committee, 
consisting of. tatives Ford and 
Gunther, and perhaps Clements, will, 
however, go to Pittsbu The com- 
mittee has already ‘on the gen- 
eral outline of its proposed bill. It 
will make it a criminal offense for 
immigrants of prescribed classes to 
enter the United States, and their re- 
turn, in case they should succeed in 
getting into the country, will be 
vided for by effective legislation. ‘he 
comunmittee’s bill will also require in- 
tending immigrants to give notice to 
the United States Consular officers of 
their intention to come to this coun- 
try, and will require them to secure 
immigration certificates from our rep- 
resentatives abroad as an essential 
pre-requisite to their landing at any 
port of the United States. The pres- 
ent tax of 5V0 cents on each immigrant 
will be increased.
